edged that he is not of sound mind at all times," and that i 
the proceedings were not legal because of Wright's failure

Wright stated yesterday that he 
had heard a report to the effect 
that a movement Is on foot to 
Initiate recall proceedings against 
all the other members of the city 
council, himself Included, and stated 
that If the report Is true It will 
not meet with his disapproval. 

"It will bo O. K. with me," said 
Wright. "and all I have to say IB 
that I am surprised that this action 
was not taken before now." 

Signatures of at least 26 per cent 
of the votes cast for the office at 
tho municipal election held In April 
or last year must be obtained to 
tin- petitions, which must set forth 
(" I 1! the charges made !>y Wright 
mi'! Kinsman's reply. The petition 
i'Hi»t be filed with the city clerk 
v ' ;>in 00 days after the publication 
of the notice of Intention. 

\Vrlght expects to have the work 
of obtaining signatures completed 
1" time to have the. proposition 
placed on^he ballot at the election 
to be held June «, In order to save 
the taxpayers of the community the 
f*t»h«e-of a special election. 

Following the filing of the peti­ 
tion, the city clerk has 15 days to 
ccitlfy to the signatures. If the 
number Is found to bo Insufficient 
a supplemental petition may he 
f'frd witliln 15 days from the date 
of certification and another 1C 
days la allowed for examining the 
supplemental document. If the 
petition Is found to be sufficient 
thu clerk submits it to the ally 
council which Is bound under the 
luw to call the election. Wright 
hopes to have all these details 
completed In t|me to have the 
proposition Included In the June 6- 
electlon.

Homestead Law 
Halts Pending 
Court Judgment

necause Andrew and Zitta Berg 
hnd filed a declaration of home­ 
stead upon their property In Tor­ 
rance, the superior court has 
ordered that a municipal court 
judgment pending against them 
cannot be made a lien upon their 
holdings, It was disclosed today In 
a checkup of court records. 

It Is explained that a declara­ 
tion of homestead, which may be 
filed and recorded for as little as 
$2, protects one's Interest In a 
piece of real estate up to 15000. 
They are being filed by the scores 
at the county recorder's office 
dally, a check of the records *c- 
veals, and principally by the per­ 
son who la considered "well to do." 
It prevents one's home being taken 
from him until he can pay off 
debts for which creditors are 
pressing him, while If his home, 
were taken by attachment am 
sold, It might mean flnancla 
ruination for the Individual.

The bill. Introduced by Assem­ 
blyman James J. Boyle of the 
C6th district, Is _ not an , economy 
measure as purported, but rather 
Is the brain-child of San Pedro 
Interests who are dissatisfied with 
a judgment In condemnation hand­ 
ed down by a Jury for land to bo 
taken for the proposed White 
Point outfall, It was learned today 
at the Hall of Records. 

Chief Engineer A. K. Warren 
stated today that following an 
all-day conference with Hugh -Gor­ 
don, the sanitation districts' coun­ 
sel, and S. V. O. Prltchard, deputy 
county counsel, thnt he was con­ 
vinced the proposal would not re­ 
sult In economies but rather In 
Increased expense for the districts. 

Under the proposal, the county 
surveyor would act as chief en­ 
gineer of the districts. This would 
not be practical, it was pointed 
out today at the Hall of Records, 
because two separate offices would 
be required. The sanitation dis­ 
tricts are a separate part of tho 
county, In the same status as the 
flood control district, it waif also 
pointed out. 

To replace 1he mayorB of the 
various cities might mean that 
this or any city In the district 
would have no voice In expendi­ 
ture of funds for sewer facilities 
which serve tip city. This is not 
In fairness to the cities, it s 
pointed out. '

and structure which have beer 
ooaened.

fO RE-OPEN FIBS! NftTIHL 
IN NORMAL BASIS NEXT WEEK
te-OrganiZation Practically Completed. Depositors Urged 

To Hasten Opening By Prompt Action 
On Agreements

Re-opening of the First National Bank of Torrance 
arly next week on a normal basis seemed practically 
issured today as re-organization plans were nearly com- 
jleted in compliance with the rigid requirements of the 
:omptroller of the currency at Washington, D. C. During 
he past two days much progress has been made and it is 
jonfidently predicted by the bank's officials that the 
pioneer Torrance financial institution will he ready within 
i few days to function with normal banking facilities. 

First National Bank has adopted the same method of 
re-organization as many other banks throughout the na­ 
tion; namely, that of asking its depositors to set aside a 
>ercentage of their deposits in the form of cumulative 
non-assessable preferred stock, this stock investment to be 
returned plus Interest before capital stock owners receive 
dividends. 

The re-opening of the First National Bank will be 
hastened, officials point out, if the few remaining de­ 
positors who have not as yet signed these agreements will 
call at the bank and do so at once. An office in the escrow 
department will remain open until 9 o'clock tonight and 
Friday evening to explain details of the preferred stock 
agreements. 

In a statement this morning, J. W. Post, president of 
the bank said:   

"When the bank re-opens following the elimina­ 
tion of all doubtful assets and the strengthening of its 
capital stock, it will be in a stronger condition thnn 
at any time since its organization 2O years ago. 

"1 shall never forget the splendid loyalty shown 
to the bank during these trying times on the part of 
depositors and other citizens in Torrance, and 1 know 
the other officers and stockholders join with me in 
expressing our sincere appreciation. With the bank 
in perfect condition and a loyal community lending its 
support, there is nothing to fear in the future."

The pumping plant of th" 
DomlnKUei Water Company at 
Carton und Alameda boulevard 
which was damaged by the earth­ 
quake, IB being entirely recon­ 
structed and will lie a much 
stronger and better structure, as 
near quake proof as posslbl*. th« 
Heruld was Informed by George II. 
Hand, chief engineer of the com­ 
pany. Mr. Hand pointed out that 
at no time since the temblor has 
Torrance been without water, anil 
there should bo no apprehension 
regarding; the supply of water for 
Torrance from tho Domlnguec 
plant.
